corporations,

going to count that as an 
increased cost and pass it 
onto the consumer. It’s just 
another cause of inflation. 
Business has enough federal 
interference 
already,” 
he 
added. 
Collins went on to say that 
in a preliminary check of 
Congressional attitude late 
Tuesday afternoon, m ost 
Congressmen are opposed to 
the surtax proposal.

all,” Collins pointed out. “I 
wish I know who his advisors 
were on that one.” 
Commenting on his ideas 
for bringing inflation under 
control, Collins repeated his 
dem ands 
that 
federal 
spending be severely cur­ 
tailed. 


‘‘How can he expect the 
people of 
this 
nation 
to 
tighten their belts and help 
lick inflation when Congress 
continues to spend, spend, 
spend,” he inquired. “When 
he (Ford) asked us for in­ 
flation-fighting proposals, I 
suggested he cut $50 million 
out of welfare and put that 
money to work in the con­ 
struction industry where it 
will do some good ” 


Collins explained that he 
felt 
basic 
and 
necessary 
welfare programs could be 
maintained, even though the 
budget 
w as 
cut 
ap ­ 
proximately in half. 


“All I’m asking is that the 
fringe benefits be cut out,” 
he said. “ I think we have an 
obligation to help those who 
are truly in need, but if we 
cut out the frills and fringe 
benefits that cause people to 
retire on welfare, we could 
take out that $50 million 
easily. 


“Right now, one of the 
hardest hit sectors of our 


econom y is the building 
industry,” Collins continued. 
“Not only has building fallen 
off strongly, but it also is 
where a large part of our 
unemployment is occurring. 
By 
pumping 
additional 
m oney into construction 
loans and increasing federal 
building, I think w e’d be 
taking a giant step in getting 
our economy back on its 
feet,” he added. 
Collins concluded his in­ 
terview 
with

Courier by pointing out that 
he liked Ford’s proposal on 
energy conservation and

Tax Pooling 
Not Possible 


AUSTIN, Tex., (U PI) - 
The governor’s chief adviser 
on school finance says it is 
politically impossible to use 
a state property tax to make 
sure each public school 
district in Texas gets equal 
money to operate on. 
Richard 
Hooker 
said 
Tuesday Gov. Dolph Briscoe 
would like to expand and 
improve 
the 
present 
program. But Hooker was 
roundly crtiticized by one 
member of the House sub­ 
committee 
on 
school 
finance. 
“ I 
highly 
resent 
you 
saying that you can pool 
federal money but not local 
tax money,” Rep. 
Eddie 
Bernice Johnson, D-Dallas, 
told Hooker. ‘‘People feel tax 
money is theirs whether its 
federal or local.” 


Hooker had suggested that 
federal aid to education be 
handed to the state in a block 
grant and then parceled out 
to local districts by state au­ 
thorities. 
‘‘It’s just my judgment 
that local folks would object 
to your taking their 
ad 
valorem 
tax 
money 
and 
.spending 
it 
in 
other 
districts,” Hooker said. ‘‘I 
base my feelings on the way 
people feel about the ad 
valorem tax. If local folks 
had to finance the Pentagon 
out of local taxes, they’d 
have a lot less money up 
there.” 
Hooker, director of the 
governor’s 
education of­ 
fice, said 
Briscoe favors 
expanding 
the 
basic 
program that the state 
finances for local districts.

Bank Goes Bankrupt

Franklin National Bank was 
declared bankrupt by the 
government 
Tuesday, 
but 
six European banks stepped 
in 
to 
bail 
it 
out 
of 
receivership and promised 
to honor all deposits. It was 
the largest bank failure in 
U.S. history. 
The new owners said the 
more than IOO branches of 
the bank in the New York 
area would be open for 
regular banking business 
today. 
The 
Federal 
Deposit 
Insurance 
Corp., 
which 
placed 
the 
bank 
in 
receivership, said the money 
of 
the 
bank’s 
620,000 
depositors, including 6,000 
persons with more than the 
insured limit of $20,000, 
would be protected. 
And, said Frank Wille, 
chairman of the FDIC, ‘‘all 
checks 
written 
on 
the 
Franklin ... will be honored. 
The clearance process goes 
forward as if there was no 
failure.” 
An officer for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York,

Franklin 
National $1.7 billion to keep 
its doors open through the 
summer, said it was the 
biggest U.S. bank ever to

Collins Talks Government

The Federal government 
cannot solve all ol our 
concerns. 
The 
prim ary 
reason our country is lacing 
spiraling inflation is because 
the Federal government has 
spent too much trying to do 
too much. The only way for 
this country to stem the tide 
of inflation is to balance tin* 
Federal budget by cutting 
unnecessary government 
spending. 


Every 
major poll 
con­ 
ducted iii this country shows 
that Inflation is tfie Number 
One American concern. The 
recent series of Town Hall 
Meetings I held in Plano and 
throughout 
the 
Third 
Congressional District also 
pointed out the anxiety of 
Third 
District 
residents 
about 
higher 
food 
costs, 
ma jor automobile increases, 
and the difficulty of finding 
money at reasonable rates. 
Let there be no doubt, it is 
m a s s i v e 
u n n e c e s s a r y 
government spending which 
has fueled the fires of 
Inflation 
lf we are really 
serious 
about 
cutting 
Inflation through cutting 
government spending, let us 
look at some of the places we 
need to start. 
In 1945, the United States 
spent $1.0 billion annually on 
welfare expenses. In 1955. 
this rose to $7.4 billion, and 
in 1974, it skyrocketed to 
$99.4 billion, with another $14 


billion increase scheduled 
for 1975 In nine years, our 
low income housing 
sub­ 
sidies have risen from $238 
million to $1,899 billion, 
which is an increase of over 
800percent. Our Food Stamp 
outlay has increased from 
$577 million in 1970, to $3,926 
billion this year-a whopping 
700 percent increase. 
These spending increases 
have occurred during the 
same period of time that the 
number of people below the 
Federal poverty 
line has 
decreased 37 percent, down 
from 39.5 million people in 
1965 to 24.5 million people in 
1974. 
When we v/onder where 
our tax dollars are being 
v/asted, v/e need only look at 
DEO. the ongoing Poverty 
Program set up by President 
Johnson. Eighty percent of 
their entire budget for 1974 
goes 
for

Regional 
headquarters would provide 
more efficient service and

A total of 
53.7 percent of all this money 
goes to only nine cities, with 
the remainder to be spread 
across the entire rest of the 
U.S. This means that the 
majority of Americans are

Inflation hurts working 
people. During the past 
seven years, a family whose 
total 
income rose from 
$20,000 to $30,000 would still 
have $159 less purchasing 
power than they had back in 
19G7. 
There is only one way to 
cut inflation-cut both the 
cost and scope of govern­ 
ment. 
I 
will 
support 
President Ford’s idea of a 
balanced budget, and 
I 
firmly intend to back him on 
vetoes of excessive govern­ 
ment expenditures. We will 
have a stronger government 
and

stronger m arket 
economy 
v/hen 
public 
confidence 
is 
restored. 
Elim inating deficit spen ­ 
ding, balancing the budget,

Fish Has Been In Man 
’sDiet Since Prehistoric Days 


You can find a good catch of fish in the sea or at your local 
market--and it’s a good time to think about different ways to 
prepare it. 
Man has relied on fish for his food since prehistoric days. 
Tile old Chinese and Egyptian civilizations, the ancient 
Greeks, and the New England colonists all knew the value of 
fish in their diets.

2 packages white sauce mix 
2 cups milk 
Va cup lemon juice 
I teaspoon dried dill weed or 
I tablespoon fresh dill, chopped 
Heavily butter a 1-V4 quart ring mold. Dust inside of mold 
with dry bread crumbs. Lay flounder fillets crosswise down 
into mold allowing excess fish to hang over edges. Make sure 
whole mold is lined with fish. In a bowl mix stuffing, chicken 
broth, parsley and lemon rind. Let stand 15 minutes. Stir in 
eggs. Spoon mixture into lined mold and pack tightly. Fold 
fish over stuffing. Place into a shallow baking pan. Add 
water to the pan to the depth of I inch. Bake in preheated 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for I hour. While fish is 
baking, prepare white sauce according to package direc­ 
tions, in a saucepan and stir over low heat until thick. Stir in 
lemon juice and dill. Loosen edges of fish ring and unmold 
onto a serving platter. Fill center with cooked peas and 
mushrooms, if desired. Spoon over hot dill sauce. Serves 6. 


Skillet Fish Chowder 


2 slices bacon, diced 
2 small onions, sliced 
1 pound fresh or thawed frozen cod fillets, cut in I Vi” pieces 
2 cups frozen southem-style hashed brown potatoes 
Salt and pepper 
Pinch of thyme 
3 cups milk 
2 tablespoons flour 
Parsley flakes or dried chives 
Cook bacon in skillet until crisp, then remove. Add onion 
and brown lightly, stirring. Add fish, potatoes, 2 cups water, 
I teaspoon salt, dash of pepper and the thyme. Bring to bal, 
cover and simmer IO minutes, or until potatoes are tender. 
Add milk, heat and stir in flour blended with a little cold 
water. Simmer until slightly thickened. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Sprinkle with parsley. Makes 6 servings. 


Fish Sticks Glamour 


I package (9 ounces) frozen fish sticks 
I can (8 ounce) tomato sauce 
I Tsp. instant minced onion 
Vi Tsp. salt 
xk Tsp. basil, crumbled 
Va Tsp. oregano leaves, crumbled 
Vs Tsp. pepper 
I cup (4 ounces) shredded mozzarella cheese 
Place fish sticks in shallow baking dish. Mix next six 
ingredients and spoon over fish sticks. Top with cheese. 
Bake in preheated 350 degree oven 20 minutes, or until 
cheese is melted. Makes 4-5 servings. 


Gourmet Fish Fillets 


Stuffed with a savory stuffing and sauteed in a crisp 
coating for a real taste treat. 
2 large fillets of flounder of sole (about % pounds) 
Salt 
Ground black pepper 


Va cup butter or margarine 
2 Tbsp, finely chopped onion 
2 Tbsp. snipped parsley 
2 slices Swiss cheese (about 2 ounces) 
I (4 ounce) jar whole pimientos, drained 
Flour 
I egg, beaten 
15 Ritz crackers, finely rolled (about Vt cup crumbs) 
Sprinkle fillets with salt and pepper. In small skillet melt I 
tablespoon butter and saute onion and parsley a few 
minutes. Spread on fillets. 


Fold cheese in half lengthwise; then place on fillets. Cut 
pimientos in half and spread flat; then arrange on cheese 
slices,. Fold fillets in half crosswise. Fasten sides with 
wooden picks. Dredge in flour; then dip in egg; then coat 
with cracker crumbs. 
Heat remaining butter or margarine in skillet and saute 
fillets slowly on both sides until golden. Makes 2 servings.

Fresh w ater fish should be used in this recipe. 
I large or small mouthed bass (1 4 to 2 pounds), dressed 
I Tbsp, dry sherry 
Few slices gingerroot 
*/2 cup sugar 
One-third cup cider vinegar 
1 Tbsp, soy sauce 
‘2 Tsp. gingerroot juice 
2 Tbsp, cornstarch 
I clove garlic, crushed 
Rinse fish in cold w ater and drain. Slash crossw ise on each 
side along backbone in m eaty part, m aking three equal 
diagonal cuts for even cooking. Bring enough w ater to boil in 
large oval roasting pan or other shallow pan to com pletely 
cover fish. 
Lower fish into boiling w ater and add sherry and ginger 
slices. Cover tightly and rem ove at once from heat. Led 
stand 15-20 m inutes (fish will be cooked). Meanwhile, 
combine rem aining ingredients in sm all saucepan and cook! 
stirring, until thickened. D iscard garlic if used. Remove fish 
carefully to serving platter and pour hot sauce over top.

A reflection of the plight of 
Am erican Indians today, 
“ Half Breed" recounts the 
radicalization of a sensitive 
young 
man 
of 
mixed 
parentage v/ho 
becomes 
disillusioned and embittered 
by the double dealings of the 
white man’s v/orld. 
Although “ Half Breed” is 
more of a critical than a 


commercial success, NBC 
does not like to see another 
network get all the credit for 
producing heavy stuff.
